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MONEY  IN  THE  MIDDLE  AGES

When  the  Western  Empire  shriveled  before  the  push  of  barbarous  Europe,  the 
institutions  and  materials  of  civilization  also  shriveled.  The  institutions  fared  better  than  the 
materials,  for  they  at  least  were  perpetuated  during  the  succeeding  ages  in  the  memories  of 
their  simple  destroyers,  to  serve  as  subjects  of  conversation,  song  and  story.  But  what 
generations  of  imperial  misgovemment  had  left  of  the  monetary  system  of  Augustus  sifted 
through  the  hands  of  the  simple  barbarians  and  went,  no  one  knew  or  seemed  to  care 
whither.  Barter  intervened  to  fill  the  gap  and  the  west  reverted  to  a number  of  agricultural 
“states.”  In  destroying,  or  rather  not  accepting  money,  Europe  herself  took  the  biggest  step 
in  sealing  her  own  economic  doom  for  eight  or  nine  centuries. 

Although  the  institution  of  money  has  seldom  been  considered  a subject  of  song  and 
story,  there  was  something  about  it  that  appealed  to  the  Native  intelligence.  Under  the 
Empire  the  coinage  was  the  prerogative  of  the  Head  of  the  State  which  he  guarded 
jealously.  If  the  coinage  meant  nothing  to  the  barbarians  economically,  it  did  serve  as  a 
symbol  of  the  sovereign  power.  “As  this  power  gradually  collected  itself  into  petty  feudali- 
ties . . .,  like  drops  congealing  on  a window-pane  the  first  emblem  of  its  new  found  majesty 
was  a mint  and  a coin.”1  The  heirs  of  the  Western  Empire  revived  money  as  an  institution 
but  not  as  a system,  for  there  was  little  use  for  it  as  such.  It  functioned  as  a store  and  a 
measure  of  value.  The  Carolingian  Empire  was  complacently  manorial  and  a reinvigorated 
Islam  in  closing  the  Mediterranean  to  the  unbelievers  helped  perpetuate  it  as  such. 

The  currency  as  reincarnated  in  Carolingian  times  had  an  aroma  of  its  imperial  fore- 
bearer about  it  but  otherwise  the  resemblance  would  hardly  have  been  recognized  by  any 
Roman  citizen.  The  denier  of  Pepin  the  Short  was  based  on  the  denarius  of  Clovis  and 
Clovis  had  received  the  permission  from  Anastasius  I to  mint  Imperial  moneys.  But  the 
distinctive  characteristic  of  Roman  money,  even  at  the  end,  was  its  gold  coinage.  The 
Medieval  period  was  an  age  of  silver.  Long  before  Pepin’s  reform  gold  had  lost  its  most 
useful  attribute  of  being  available  for  the  payment  of  taxes.  In  the  reign  of  Dagobert  I,  all 
coin  paid  as  tribute  to  the  treasury  was  melted  down  and  was  consequently  only  received  at 
its  metallic  value.  “The  Kingdom  of  the  Franks  must  for  a long  time  have  been  without  a 
currency  at  all,  a fact  which  makes  the  introduction  of  the  silver  coinage  more  compre- 
hensible.”2 Although  the  use  of  gold  had  lapsed  in  commercial  circles,  this  did  not  mean 
that  no  gold  was  in  use  among  the  Western  Princes.  During  the  period  of  the  later  Caro- 
lingians,  financial  documents  show  that  payments  were  expected  in  gold  solidi,  the  coins  of 
the  Eastern  Empire.3  In  the  reign  of  Richard  I of  England  where  £100  of  old  coin  is 
exchanged  for  .^86/6/8,  the  sum  is  mentioned  in  the  Great  Roll  of  the  Exchequer  as  “quartor 
XXI&  lxvj,  s,  viijd;  meaning  4 score  libras,  66  solidi,  4 denarii.”4  In  the  Magna  Carta  the 
price  of  a Knight’s  relief,  “centum  solidi”  is  generally  translated  100  shillings.  If  the  shillings 
were  moneys  of  account  it  would  be  difficult  to  explain  why  they  were  not  expressed  as 
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“libras”  of  account  “like  the  sums  which  precede  them  in  the  same  text.  They  were  evidently 
actual  gold  quarter  bezants  . . . belonging  to  the  gold  issues  of  the  Basileus.”5  The  bezants 
were  favored  because  they  were  plentiful  and  of  good  weight.  Beside  their  contemporaries 
they  were  models  of  virtue  and  purity.  “This  prodigious  stability  of  the  Roman  financial 
policy  secured  the  bezant  its  universal  currency.  On  account  of  its  full  weight  it  passed 
with  all  the  neighboring  nations  as  a valid  medium  of  exchange.”6 

Nevertheless,  the  age  was  one  predominantly  of  silver  in  the  currency  field.  What 
mining  there  was,  was  in  Germany  and  only  silver  was  produced.  Gold  was  of  too  high  a 
value  for  the  commercial  transactions  in  a period  when  the  scarcity  of  any  money  had 
lowered  the  price  of  a cow  to  a shilling.  In  addition  there  was  the  “golden  Myth”  represented 
by  the  existence  of  the  Eastern  Empire.  Caesar  had  erected  “the  coinage  of  gold  into  a 
sacerdotal  prerogative . . . attached  to  the  sovereign  and  his  successors,  not  as  Emperors  but 
as  High  Priests  of  Rome.”7  At  first  the  coins  bore  the  image  of  a deified  Emperor  and  later 
of  Christ.  “It  would  have  been  sacrilege  . . . for  any  other  prince  than  the  sovereign  pontiff 
to  strike  coins  of  gold  . . . hence  no  other  Christian  prince  attempted  to  coin  gold  while  the 
ancient  Empire  lived.”8  Caesar  enforced  an  artificial  ratio  between  the  precious  metals  of 
1 to  12  which  was  “maintained  for  centuries  by  the  innumerable  and  irreconcilable  feudal 
provinces  of  the  Empire,”9  while  in  the  East  it  gradually  lowered  until  it  reached  6 to  1 
and  the  Roman  currency  existed  because  of  its  greater  value  as  coin  than  as  bullion.  The 
ratio  gave  a profit  of  one  hundred  per  cent  and  it  is  unlikely  that  Medieval  Europe  would 
have  failed  to  take  advantage  “if  the  freedom  to  coin  silver  exercised  by  the  feudal  princes 
was  in  a like  manner  extended  to  gold.”  In  802  there  was  a monetary  treaty  between 
Charlemagne  and  Nicephorus  I at  Sely  in  which  gold  coinage  is  expressly  restricted  to  the 
Basileus.10  It  seemed  that  “by  her  money  the  Byzantine  Empire  controlled  both  the  civilized 
and  barbarian  worlds.”11  The  “golden  Myth”  put  a great  strain  on  the  moral  prestige  of  the 
Eastern  Emperor,  but  it  is  the  pecularity  of  sacerdotal  ordinances  that  they  long  outlive 
their  original  purpose. 

Charlemagne  has  been  given  the  credit  for  many  things,  among  them  the  invention  of 
the  £-s-d  system.  In  fact  he  neither  invented  the  system  nor  struck  the  currency  necessary 
to  complete  it.  Following  in  the  footsteps  of  Pepin  the  Short,  he  struck  the  denier  “which 
formed  merely  the  tail  end  of  a system  whose  beginning  belonged  to  remote  antiquity  and 
whose  principal  elements  were  still  firmly  held  in  the  grasp  of  the  Basileus.”12  While  Rome 
had  had  a currency  restricted  to  2 or  3 coins,  sums  were  couched  in  one  denomination  of 
coin.  In  the  late  days  when  there  were  two,  three  and  four  Caesars  all  changing  types,  weights 
and  measures  to  suit  their  whims,  the  situation  became  intolerable.  Rome  lived  by  scales 
and  paid  no  attention  to  the  monetary  edicts  of  the  government.  The  money  ceased  to 
derive  any  value  from  the  limitation  of  the  issue  or  from  the  sacerdotal  authority.”  In 
proportion  as  such  coins  lost  fiduciary  value  and  rested  on  their  metallic  contents  so  did  the 
Empire  lose  importance  to  the  provinces  and  the  proconsuls  to  the  local  chieftains.”13  As  a 
remedy,  the  i-s-d  system  was  introduced  as  a money  of  account,  distinct  from  the  old 
system  of  valuation  by  coins.  Any  coin  could  be  easily  fitted  into  the  required  scheme. 
Introduced  into  all  the  Christian  provinces  of  the  Empire,  it  existed  as  long  as  the  slightest 
particle  of  Roman  civilization  prevailed.  Significantly  it  was  in  abeyance  in  Gaul  from 
Theodobert  to  Pepin  the  Short.  In  accepting  this  money  of  account,  Charlemagne  saddled 
his  realms  with  an  anachronism.  It  had  developed  in  Rome  from  the  force  of  circumstances. 
To  maintain  it  required  a complex  code  “covering  minting,  mining,  seigniorage,  artificial 
ratio  . . . and  one  hundred  other  subjects  concerning  which  neither  a Duke  nor  a Goth  ever 
had  a clear  conception.”14  But  at  least  the  system  existed  and  was  handy  for  Europe  when 
a need  developed  for  its  use  or  misuse.  By  permitting  a wide  variety  of  coins  it  “prevented 
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the  evil  from  righting  itself . . . and  thus  facilitated  that  splitting  up  and  subdivision  of  the 
coining  authority  which  characterized  the  mature  feudal  system.”15 

Charlemagne  began  the  struggle  against  the  splitting  up  and  subdivision  of  the  coining 
authority,  an  evil  that  was  to  plague  the  peoples  of  Europe  for  centuries.  In  805  he  issued 
an  edict  prohibiting  every  mint  except  his  own.  His  successors  were  unable  to  enforce  this 
prohibition.  The  Kings  of  France  were  so  little  able  to  maintain  the  royal  prerogative  that 
a schedule  gradually  came  into  use,  which  tabulated  the  conditions  under  which  the  power 
to  coin  was  granted.  Some  of  the  items  are  interesting.  The  “dominicum”  was  an  outright 
gift  of  the  sovereign  coining  power  as  possessed  by  the  King  himself.  The  “usufructus”  was 
the  privilege  granted  for  life  to  eminent  dowagers  and  other  worthy  persons.  The  “con- 
tractus” was  granted  when  there  was  no  other  means  to  satisfy  a pressing  creditor  or  some 
other  awkward  situation  arose.  It  was  limited  in  time  and  place.  The  “praecarium  sine 
concessio  revocabilis  ad  nutum”  was  granted  out  of  the  goodness  of  the  royal  heart  to  a 
needy  town  or  abbey,  or  to  a town  in  an  important  commercial  district.16  By  1315  there 
were  twenty-nine  great  vassals  of  France  who  had  the  right,  by  letters  patent,  not  only  of 
coining,  but  of  fixing  the  weight  stamp  and  value  of  their  different  moneys.  Besides  this 
there  were  hundreds  of  barons,  prelates  and  municipalities  who  claimed  independence  in 
coinage  matters. 

It  might  be  inferred  that  the  usurpation  of  the  coinage  prerogative  by  the  feudality 
was  caused  by  reasons  far  stronger  than  a mere  desire  to  acquire  an  attribute  of  sovereign 
power.  The  history  of  medieval  currency  could  almost  be  set  forth  in  accounts  showing  a

profit  for  the  minter.  The  means  used  were  often  shrewd,  but  more  often  completely  dis- 
honest. In  England  from  the  Conquest  to  the  Restoration  the  Exchequer  bought  silver  by 
the  troy  pound  of  5,760  grains  and  coined  by  the  Tower  pound  of  5,400  grains,  making  a 
profit  of  about  seven  per  cent.  It  was  recognized  that  the  state  should  receive  some  com- 
pensation for  the  troubles  and  expense  of  manufacturing  the  currency.  Part  of  the  seigniorage 
went  to  the  King  and  part  to  the  moneyer  who  struck  the  coin.  As  there  was  no  such 
thing  as  a single  government  mint,  the  coinage  was  farmed  out  to  hundreds  of  moneyers. 
It  was  practically  impossible  to  assure  their  honesty  at  all  times.  It  was  decreed  at  one  time 
that  minting  should  only  take  place  in  important  commercial  towns,  with  the  Reeve  standing 
by.  The  English  seigniorage  varied  from  two  to  twelve  percent  of  the  metal  minted,  down 
to  the  Restoration.17  Edward  III  introduced  an  ingenious  element  of  confusion  by  issuing 
coins  several  grains  lower  than  the  mint  indenture  called  for.  Apart  from  documentary 
evidence  this  has  been  confirmed  by  the  existence  of  pennies  of  his  in  mint  condition, 
weighing  twenty  grains  instead  of  the  legal  twenty-four.  Under  Edward  II  in  1310  an 
“assay  was  made  of  the  money  minted  in  the  exchange  of  London  and  Canterbury  — to  wit 
of  40,730  pounds  — and  upon  this  assay  it  was  found  that  the  sound  money  was  too  weak 
and  of  a greater  alloy  than  it  ought  to  have  been  by  £258/5/ 10. ”18  Henry  I in  his  recoinage 
of  1125  found  that  his  moneyers  had  played  him  false  in  a similar  manner  so  he  punished 
them  by  depriving  them  of  hands,  ears,  tongues  and  sundry  other  more  personal  parts. 
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England  shone  in  a halo  of  virtue  beside  the  continental  states  of  which  France  is  a 
good  example.  About  1103  an  old  chronicle  records  “fuit  magna  tribulates  et  nummi  argenti 
pro  aerris  imitati  et  facti  sunt.”19  The  deniers  of  the  period  are  one-third  copper.  In  the 
course  of  seventeen  years  there  were  three  similar  complaints.  As  a result  the  denier  was 
reduced  to  about  one-fourth  of  the  value  of  the  sterling  penny.  The  alterations  under  Philip 
le  Bel  became  “like  an  eruption  of  fire  works.”  It  became  part  of  the  royal  prerogative  to 
adulterate  the  coinage.  In  all  its  aspects,  money  is  the  most  certain  indication  of  sovereignty, 
but  in  none  of  them  “so  absolutely  as  in  the  practical  assertion  that  that  is  money  which  the 
State  declares  to  be  money.”20  The  King  set  an  example  that  was  followed  by  the  Baronage 
with  an  enthusiasm  worthy  of  a better  cause.  He  provided  “an  opportunity  to  launch  quan- 
tities of  base  and  false  money  throughout  the  Kingdom.”  In  1123  Calixtus  excommunicated 
the  utterers  of  false  money.  Philip  le  Bel,  of  all  people,  got  Clement  V to  issue  a general  bull 
of  excommunication  against  any  who  practiced  illegally  upon  the  currency.  The  gross  examples 
of  Royal  debasement  came  at  the  end  of  the  period  of  the  middle  ages  but  the  baronial 
debasements  came  “in  or  about  the  period  of  Charles  the  Simple  and  now  for  some  centuries 
past  had  become  fully  established  and  recognized.”21  Treasuries  and  the  “great  ones”  avoided 
the  worst  of  the  evil  conditions  by  accepting  coin  by  weight.  Needless  to  say  it  was  the 
common  people  who  suffered  and  had  to  bear  the  loss. 

The  Carolingians  initiated  a monetary  system  that  was  closely  followed  by  all  the 
states  of  Europe  and  was  maintained  by  them  for  centuries.  It  was  adopted  in  toto  by 
England  and  underwent  a development  in  that  country  which,  although  free  from  the 
complex  chaos  of  the  continent,  reflected  the  great  changes  that  took  place  there.  England 
forms  a laboratory  in  which  to  study  the  course  of  the  currency.  But  England,  being  what 
it  is,  the  course  was  effected  by  the  growth  of  political  institutions  and  because  of  her 
economic  backwardness  the  changes  always  came  later  than  in  Europe.  Thus  the  commercial 
introduction  of  gold  didn’t  come  until  1344,  almost  a century  after  the  florin  had  been 
introduced  by  Florence. 

In  imitation  of  Pepin’s  denier  the  Anglo-Saxon  Kingdom  issued  silver  pennies  bearing 
the  “insignia  of  royalty,”  the  name  of  the  King  and  of  the  moneyer.  The  “insignia  of 
royalty”  generally  was  an  attempt  at  the  portrayal  of  a crowned  man.  It  is  to  be  doubted 
if  these  royal  “portraits”  were  intended  as  such.  They  served  the  same  purpose  as  the  Royal 
Arms  to-day.  The  Baronage  always  coined  in  imitation  of  the  King’s  money,  never  issuing 
any  coins  bearing  their  own  names.  The  episcopal  issues  of  Canterbury  and  York,  between 
766-914  and  734—900  respectively  was  the  one  exception.  In  a period  of  anarchy  the 
Archbishops  probably  felt  that  they  owed  it  to  law,  order  and  commercial  morality  to  act 
as  leaders  with  a good  coinage.  After  914  Canterbury  retained  the  right  to  a royal  mint 
and  to  the  nomination  of  the  moneyer. 

From  the  tenth  century  the  English  monarchs  were  more  fortunate  than  Charlemagne 
and  his  successors;  except  for  a period  in  Stephen’s  reign  the  sovereign  coining  poweij  never 
threatened  to  slip  from  the  royal  hands.  It  gradually  became  so  firmly  fixed  in  those  hands 
that  in  1322  in  the  Provision  of  Ordainers  it  was  maintained,  after  Parliament  had  engaged 
in  a ten-year  struggle  to  control  it.22  From  the  Conquest  to  Henry  I there  was  no  tampering 
with  the  weight  of  the  penny. 

England  did  not  escape  the  greatest  curse  of  the  Middle  Ages  that  went  hand  in  hand 
with  royal  debasement.  The  clipper  outshone  all  the  gentry  who  practised  on  the  coinage 
for  their  own  advantage.  A great  deal  of  ingenuity  was  expended  in  the  effort  to  circum- 
vent him.  There  were  constant  recoinages.  Henry  I extracted  an  oath  from  all  town  dwellers 
that  they  would  treat  their  money  with  respect.  In  1194  all  bad  coins  were  decried  but  the 
proclamation  became  a dead  letter.  The  ransom  paid  for  Richard  I had  denuded  the  country

of  from  one-third  to  one-fourth  of  its  precious  metals.23  Base  and  clipped  money  filled  the 
gap.  In  1205  John  forbade  any  one  to  keep  money  clipped  more  than  one-eight  upon  pain 
of  confiscation.  Edward  I ordered  a general  assay  in  1270  and  the  first  trial  of  the  pyx  in 
1281.  The  Statute  “De  Falsa  Moneta”  of  1299  provided  that  in  every  seaport  two  wardens 
should  be  appointed  to  examine  the  money  brought  in  by  travellers  and  merchants,  “especially 
that  which  runs  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  King  of  France.”  If  the  coins  turned  out  to  be 
good  pieces  after  assay,  they  were  returned;  if  bad  pieces  their  value  in  good  English  silver 
was  given.24  The  export  of  English  coin  was  forbidden.  This  was  not  the  birth  of  Mercantilism 
but  merely  an  attempt  to  keep  the  good  currency  at  home.  Each  market  was  dependent  on 
the  coin  locally  current.  Any  sudden  void,  or  an  influx  of  “black  money”  would  have  serious 
effects.25  However,  in  spite  of  the  King  and  the  law,  the  clipper  throve  for  the  quite  simple 
reason  that  he  had  reduced  his  art  to  perfection  while  the  art  of  coinage  remained  in  its  in- 
fancy. It  offered  no  opposition  whatever  to  the  clipper.  The  first  process  was  to  beat  silver 
bullion  to  the  requisite  thickness,  or  thinness,  as  the  case  actually  was.  From  the  silver  sheets, 
with  a large  pair  of  shears  blanks  were  cut  about  the  size  of  the  American  cent.  Little  interest 
was  shown  in  the  weight  of  each  piece  so  long  as  the  total  number  and  total  weight  for 
each  pound  was  correct.  One  die  was  set  in  a block  of  wood  and  the  other  engraved  on  the 
end  of  a small  iron  bar.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  moneyers’  mechanic  to  tap  this  apparatus 
until  the  blank  showed  a fair  amount  of  relief.  Under  such  circumstances  massive  clipping 
lasted  well  into  the  seventeenth  century,  but  did  not  finally  disappear  until  the  great  re- 
coinage of  1816.

Under  Henry  II  Britain  became  involved  in  the  continental  orbit  and  the  royal  currency 
alterations  began.  In  this  reign  also  money  began  to  come  into  use  among  the  people.  The 
King’s  need  for  cash  coincided  with  the  complaints  of  his  tenants  that  the  transportation  of 
produce  in  the  payment  of  taxes  caused  them  great  hardships.  As  a solution  to  his  problems, 
he  sent  out  trusted  officials  to  all  the  royal  manors  to  reckon  up  the  money  value  of  the 
rents  due.  It  was  provided  that  the  sheriff  should  be  held  responsible  for  the  sum  to  the 
Exchequer.26  Henry  inaugurated  the  “scutage,”  a money  payment  in  lieu  of  military  service. 
Other  sources  of  many  revenue  were  pleas  of  the  crown  and  taxes  from  the  towns.  In  the 
middle  of  his  reign  the  records  of  St.  Paul’s  Chapter  reveal  the  first  money  payments.  A weekly 
sum  of  3 marks  7d.  was  set  aside  and  aportioned  as  follows:  two  and  one-half  marks  for 
the  salaries  of  certain  cathedral  officials,  one-half  mark  for  wood  for  the  brewery  and 
bakery  and  7d.  for  alms.27  These  conditions  would  not  have  been  possible  if  there  did  not 
exist  organized  markets  and  trade.  But  not  until  1220  were  round  half  pennies  and  farthings 
minted.  That  the  practice  of  supplying  these  pieces  by  breaking  up  the  penny  should  have 
remained  so  late  shows  how  little  trade  there  was  previously. 

The  reigns  of  Richard  and  John  saw  no  innovations  and  little  monetary  activity  of  any 
kind.  There  is  no  extant  example  of  an  English  silver  coin  carrying  the  names  of  either  of 
these  monarchs.  The  ransom  of  Richard  I was  presumably  paid  in  bullion.  The  same  situation 
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pievailed  thioughout  the  reign  of  Henry  III,  with  the  exception  of  one  small  issue  in  1248. 23 
In  spite  of  the  dwindling  issue  the  penny  had  achieved  the  position  of  an  international  silver 
currency.  In  1248  the  Prior  of  1 ansae  in  the  diocese  of  Cahors  secured  the  protection  of 
Raymond  Count  of  Toulouse  for  an  annual  payment  in  “sterlingorum  de  custodia.”  In  a contract 
between  Philip  le  Bel  and  the  King  of  Castile  the  same  terms  were  used.29  The  chaos  of 
money  on  the  continent  had  become  so  great  that  even  the  Kings  couldn’t  depend  on  their 
own  coin.  They  almost  killed  the  goose  . . . 

The  reign  of  Henry  III  marked  the  end,  or  the  beginning  of  the  end,  of  the  age  of 
silver.  It  reflected  what  had  been  taking  place  in  the  East.  The  crusades  opened  up  the  long 
closed  trade  routes  of  the  Mediterranean.  In  1204  Constantinople  fell  before  Christian 
avarice.  This  event  loosed  from  the  venerable  grasp  of  the  Basileus,  the  prerogatives  with 
which  Caesar  had  invested  his  office  including  those  of  minting  and  coinage.”39  It  marked 
the  end  of  the  bezant  and  the  rise  of  a gold  coinage  in  Europe.  In  1232  Frederick  II  of 
Sicily  issued  his  gold  augustalus  and  in  1252  Florence  issued  the  gold  florin.  The  com- 
mercial use  of  gold  in  Europe  had  begun.  Henry  III  was  not  to  be  outdone  and  in  1257  he 
issued  the  gold  penny,  of  a weight  equal  to  two  silver  pennies  and  valued  at  “twenty 
sterlings.”3!  But  it  didn’t  last.  The  merchants  couldn’t  find  a use  for  it.  The  King  had  used 
ratio  of  1 to  10.  His  penny  could  be  bought  in  open  market  at  the  ratio  of  1 to  9 and  it 
soon  disappeared.  Only  one  or  two  specimens  exist  to-day.  It  was  not  until  the  reign  of 
Edward  III  that  England  was  able  to  use  and  keep  a gold  currency  of  her  own.  The  gold 
noble  of  1344  marked  not  only  the  end  of  the  age  of  silver  but  the  end  of  the  Medieval 
period.

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DIPLOMACY  AND  DECORATIONS 
by  The  Editor 

There  can  be  no  better  example  of  the  role  played  by  decorations  in  the  days  before 
the  first  World  War  than  the  following  quotation  from  the  memoirs  of  Prince  von  Bulow, 
at  one  time  Chancellor  of  the  German  Empire.  Bulow,  the  son  of  a distinguished  statesman, 
entered  the  German  Diplomatic  Service  after  having  fought  in  the  Franco-Prussian  War 
of  1870.  His  rise  was  rapid  and  he  became  Foreign  Secretary  in  1897,  the  same  post  his 
father  had  once  held  under  Bismark.  In  1900  he  was  appointed  Chancellor.  In  that  post 
he  became  too  well  acquainted  with  the  erratic  character  of  William  II  to  be  able  to  regard 
the  Emperor  with  any  degree  of  personal  admiration.  His  resignation  in  1908  was  the  result 
of  the  Emperor’s  highly  indiscreet  “interview”  granted  to  a reporter  of  the  London  Daily 
Telegraph. 

A word  about  the  immediate  background  of  the  meeting  between  the  Sovereigns  of 
Germany  and  Russia  in  1907  will  help  in  throwing  a little  light  on  the  situation  described 
below.  It  can  be  noted  that  Prince  Bulow’s  reputation  for  complete  accuracy  leaves  something 
to  be  desired.  His  memories  were  an  exercise  in  personal  self  justification.  Count  Lamsdorff, 
the  Russian  Foreign  Minister  who  plays  such  an  important  part  in  the  story,  had  every 
reason  to  distrust  Germany,  as  Bulow  very  well  knew.  The  real  motive  of  the  German 
Chancellor  in  urging  William  II  to  give  Lansdorff  the  Order  of  the  Black  Eagle  was  the 
hope  that  he  could  overcome  some  of  the  Russian’s  distrust  by  flattering  his  vanity.  At 
the  same  time  he  discloses  his  own  vanity  with  incredible  naivete  when  he  says,  “No  one 
could  care  less  for  outward  decorations  than  I do.  Quite  apart  from  my  philosophy  I am 
indifferent  to  them  because  I possess  all  these  decorations.”  This  is  rather  like  a rich  man 
claiming  that  money  is  of  no  importance  because  he  has  so  much  of  it. 

Prince  Bulow  writes,  “The  Kaiser  looked  forward  to  the  meeting  at  Hela  with  tense 
expectancy  and  was  even  more  impatient  than  usual.  I was  to  accompany  His  Majesty, 
seeing  that  the  Tsar  Nicholas  had  notified  the  German  Kaiser  that  he  would  be  accompanied 
by  Count  Lamsdorff,  the  Russian  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs.  When  I boarded  the 
Hohenzollern  at  Kiel  I was  greeted  by  Ambassador  von  Tschirschky,  who  was  staying  with 
His  Majesty  as  the  representative  of  the  Foreign  Office.  He  told  me  in  great  excitement 
that  the  Kaiser  refused  to  confer  the  Order  of  the  Black  Eagle  on  Lamsdorff.  — Just  then 
the  Kaiser  approached  us.  Tschirschky  left  and  I discussed  the  question  of  this  decoration 
at  once.  I reminded  him  that  Napoleon  had  said  that  decorations  play  the  same  part  in 
politics  that  children’s  toys  do  in  the  nursery:  ‘Les  hommes  sont  come  les  enfants;  il  leur 
faut  des  hochets.’  Decorations  were  a means  of  winning  people.  This  case  was  a special  one 
because  it  was  a tradition  to  confer  the  Black  Eagle  on  Russian  Ministers  of  Foreign 
affairs.  If  we  neglected  the  tradition  in  Lamsdorff’s  case,  this  sensitive  man,  who  was  now 
friendly  towards  us,  would  never  forgive  it.  The  Tsar  was  greatly  influenced  by  his  advisers 
and  there  was  no  reason  why  we  should  insult  Lamsdorff.  The  Kaiser  responded  with 
violence  unsual  towards  me  saying  that  he  would  not  ‘throw  away’  his  highest  decoration. 
When  I mentioned  that  this  high  Order  had  been  conferred  on  individuals  who  were  less 
worthy  than  the  Foreign  Minister  of  a Great  Power,  His  Majesty  replied  that  I was  almost 
completely  dominated  by  political  motives  and  had  no  feeling  for  his  deepest,  most  sacred 
sentiments.  — His  Majesty  and  I continued  to  talk  for  some  time  and  he  ended  by  saying 
that  he  would  ask  his  cousin,  colleague  and  friend,  Nicky,  which  Prussian  Order  he  wanted 
Lamsdorff  to  receive. 

“When  Count  Lamsdorff  was  finally  received  on  board  the  Imperial  Yacht,  showing 
the  effects  of  sea  sickness  and  in  an  unbecoming  uniform,  the  Kaiser  permitted  himself  to 
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make  some  rather  unfortunate  jokes  which  obviously  embarrassed  the  Minister.  After  I had 
observed  this  turn  of  affairs  I considered  it  all  the  more  my  duty  to  insist  once  again  and 
energetically  that  the  Order  of  the  Black  Eagle  be  conferred  upon  Lamsdorff.  Without  being 
announced  I knocked  on  the  Kaiser’s  cabin  door  and  remained  in  his  cabin  while  he  was 
changing  for  dinner.  At  first  he  refused,  but  finally  he  said  that  if  I would  not  change  my 
mind  he  would  probably  be  obliged  to  give  way. 

“While  the  Tsar  was  talking  to  me  (that  night  after  dinner),  Kaiser  William  distributed 
the  Prussian  decorations  among  the  Russian  guests.  I noticed  that  Lamsdorff,  who  had 
maintained  a cheerful  face  despite  the  Kaiser’s  jokes,  now  wore  a discontented  venomous 
expression.  — Lamsdorff  finally  came  up  to  me  and  told  me  most  politely  but  with  poorly 
disguised  anger  that  my  most  gracious  sovereign  had  not  given  him  the  Order  of  the  Black 
Eagle  which  had  heretofore  been  granted  Russian  Foreign  Ministers  as  the  only  possible 
decoration  but  had  given  him  instead  a decoration  of  which  he  had  never  heard  before.  So 
as  to  have  his  own  wish  (it  was  really  a whim)  the  Emperor  had  given  him  the  Kaiser  William 
Order,  a decoration  he  had  founded  himself  sometime  before  and  which  even  Germans  did 
not  want  to  possess,  particularly  as  it  was  usually  conferred  on  Ministers,  Generals  and 
Admirals  who  were  being  retired  and  who  were  not  considered  worthy  of  the  Order  of 
the  Black  Eagle.  When  I asked  the  Kaiser  the  next  day  why  he  had  done  this  he  claimed 
that  the  Tsar  Nicholas  had  said  that  he  would  be  ‘particularly  grateful’  if  the  Order  which 
his  true  friend  and  cousin  Willy  had  created  and  which  had  been  designed  by  his  exalted 
Majesty’s  own  hand  was  conferred  upon  his  Foreign  Minister.  I was  not  sure  that  this 
was  the  truth,  but  — I was  sure  that  Lamsdorff  had  become  our  enemy.  Philosophers  will 
be  justified  if  they  find  it  regrettable  that  political  relations  between  two  great  peoples  can 
be  influenced  and  injured  by  the  circumstance  that  Ministers  increase  the  large  number  of 
their  decorations  by  some  new  decoration  or  other.  Experience  unfortunately  teaches  us  that 
personal  vanity,  sensitiveness  and  vindictiveness  can  do  harm  in  political  as  well  as  in  private 
life. 

“No  one  could  care  less  for  outward  decorations  than  I do.  Quite  apart  from  my 
philosophy  I am  indifferent  to  them  because  I possess  all  these  decorations:  the  High  Order 
of  the  Black  Eagle  with  Diamonds,  the  Spanish  Golden  Fleece,  the  Russian  Order  of  St. 
Andrew  with  Diamonds,  the  Austrian  Order  of  St.  Stephan  with  Diamonds,  the  Italian  Order 
of  the  Annunciation,  the  Danish  Order  of  the  Elephant,  the  Swedish  Order  of  the  Seraphim, 
the  Portuguese  Order  of  the  Tower  and  Sword,  the  Bavarian  Order  of  St.  Hubert,  the  Saxon 
Order,  Turkish,  Japanese,  Chinese,  Siamese  Orders  — I have  all  of  them.  After  my  first 
youth  I cared  as  little  about  decorations  and  Stars  and  chains  as  a pastry  cook  cares  about 
sweets  and  candy.  Unless  courtesy  towards  foreign  guests  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  wear 
a foreign  decoration,  I never  wore  anything  but  the  Order  of  the  Black  Eagle.  But  now  as 
an  old  and  experienced  man  who  knows  the  world  and  the  weaknesses,  mistakes  and  impulses 
of  human  beings,  I must  say  that  if  the  Weimar  Constitution  forbids  orders  and  uniforms 
it  is  another  proof  that  — the  father  of  the  Republican  Constitution  knows  as  little  about 
human  beings  as  he  knows  about  the  world.  — The  French  Republic  was  careful  not  to 
make  a serious  mistake  of  this  kind  and  abolished  neither  uniforms  nor  decorations.  The 
hope  that  one  may  receive  the  little  red  ribbon,  or  even  the  rosette  of  the  Legion  of  Honor 
stimulates  the  patriotism  and  ambition  of  the  average  Frenchman.  The  award  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  is  a successful  means  of  French  propaganda  as  far  as  foreigners  are  concerned. 
The  Legion  of  Honor  awakens  sympathy  for  France  all  over  the  World  and  rewards  French 
sentiment.  I herewith  close  this  parenthesis  which  I have  written  in  connection  with  the 
unfavorable  political  results  called  forth  by  the  unwise  treatment  of  the  Russian  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affairs  when  the  monarchs  met  at  Hela.”  The  Memoirs  of  Prince  von  Bulow  —

THE  FIRST  ROMAN  DENARIUS 

“When  the  Romans  after  defeating  Pyrrhus  and  taking  Tarentum  had  reduced  all  Southern 
Italy  and  hence  obtained  great  quantities  of  silver,  they  proceeded  five  years  before  the 
beginning  of  the  First  Punic  war  to  issue  silver  denarii  or  ten  as  pieces.  Are  these  pieces  real 
representatives  of  the  as  of  account,  or  do  they  rather  simply  represent  the  value  of  the  then 
normal  as  of  currency,  which  was  probably  not  more  than  a triens  or  four  ounces  or  perhaps 
not  more  than  a quadrans  or  three  ounces?  The  latter  is  the  more  likely  hypothesis.  They  had 
been  long  accustomed  to  a bronze  token  currency,  and  it  was  most  likely  that  the  new  silver 
currency  would  be  adapted  to  it.  It  is  then  likely  that  the  denarius  equalled  ten  asses  of  at 
least  3 ounces  each,  in  which  case  silver  was  to  bronze  at  180  : 1.  In  transactions  inside  the 
state  the  balance  would  be  commonly,  and  in  dealing  with  strangers  invariably,  employed  in 
all  monetary  transactions,  ancient  states  being  very  jealous  of  alien  mintages.  This  is  ex- 
emplified by  Pliny’s  statement  that  the  Victoriates  brought  from  Illyria  were  treated  simply 
as  merchandize.”

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AMERICAN  MONEY  IN  ITS  HISTORIC  CONTEXT

J.  Earl  Massey:  AMERICA’S  MONEY  — The  Story  of  Our  Coins  and  Currency.  (New  York, 
1968)  Thomas  Y.  Crowell  Co.  8 vo.  pp.  278.  Illustrated  in  the  text.  $5.95 

There  is  bound  to  be  a day  of  reckoning  when  the  inheritors  of  American  advertising 
techniques  will  pay  a stiff  penalty  for  the  accumulated  sins  of  previous  beneficiaries.  New 
coin  books  with  splashy  covers  and  reprinted  old  coin  books  are  brought  thunderously  before 
the  collecting  public  every  week  in  the  pages  of  the  appropriate  journals.  Many  of  the  new 
books  are  hardly  distinguished  for  their  literacy  and  most  of  the  new  old  ones  little  value 
either  esthetically  or  numismatically.  Modern  analysts  disguised  as  authors  are  preoccupied 
with  coin  values  and  coin  investments  to  the  exclusion  of  almost  anything  else.  Only  the  man 
who  collects  coins  because  he  likes  them  and  is  intrigued  by  the  story  they  have  to  tell  is 
forgotten. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report,  therefore,  that  just  when  the  Philistines  seem  to  be 
having  everything  their  own  way  an  old  fashioned  collector  has  arisen  like  David,  but  with 
a book  in  his  sling  instead  of  a stone.  He  is  J.  Earl  Massey,  an  experienced  hand  in  the 
Westchester  County  Coin  Club.  Mr.  Massey  “discovered  a surprising  lack  of  published  ma- 
terial about  coins  or  other  forms  of  money  suitable  for  the  average  reader”,  so  he  has 
written  a book  of  his  own.  It  is  a surprisingly  good  one,  too. 

The  author  explains  in  the  introduction  that  the  focus  of  AMERICA’S  MONEY 

“is  the  usefulness  of  coins  and  the  roles  they  have  played  in  the  changing  social,  economic 

and  political  structure  of  the  nation”.  If  this  statement  sounds  just  a little  austere  and 
scholarly  on  first  reading,  the  impression  will  quickly  dissolve  under  the  charm  of  Mr. 
Massey’s  text.  He  writes  well  and  he  tells  a rattling  good  story  about  the  different  kinds  of 
money  used  in  this  country  from  tobacco  to  clad  coins  with  emphasis  on  the  historical  forces 
shaping  the  varieties  of  cash  Americans  have  found  in  their  pockets.  Anyone  with  the  slightest 
interest  in  numismatics  is  bound  to  find  something  to  attract  him  in  this  book.  The  illustrations 
are  clear  and  appropriate  to  the  text.  For  those  collectors  who  have  trouble  at  home  ex- 
plaining why  they  get  so  much  fun  using  good  new  money  to  buy  old  money  they  can’t  spend 
on  anything  we  suggest  that  AMERICA’S  MONEY  would  make  a very  useful  gift  for  their 
wives. 

This  reviewer  doesn’t  know  the  author  personally  but  nevertheless  will  hazard  a guess 

that  Mr.  Massey  must  be  a highly  skilled  diplomatist.  In  discussing  the  problem  of  small 

change  during  the  18th  Century  he  notes  on  pages  30  and  31,  “Many  writers  — point  out  that 
change  was  sometimes  created  by  cutting  up  the  Spanish  Dollar  into  small  pieces — ”.  He 
then  goes  on  to  say  that  one  James  Risk  believes  this  was  not  done  at  all  and  quotes  him 
accordingly.  By  the  time  the  reader  finishes  with  the  author’s  remarks  it  is  not  exactly  clear 
on  which  side  of  the  argument  he  himself  stands!  While  this  is  hardly  the  place  to  go  into  the 
question  at  any  length,  I cannot  resist  making  one  observation  which  should  give  the  pro- 
ponents of  the  theory  something  to  worry  about.  No  one  has  yet  been  able  to  produce  any 
convincing  specimens  of  Spanish  Dollars  cut  for  use  as  small  change.
